The Senate Republican Policy Committee 
Report, April 7, 1958, defined the Americans 
For Democratic Action (ADA) as “a group 
’f left-wing Democrats who hope, as either 
the senior or junior partner of a labor al- 
liance, to capture the Democratic Party and 
bring about a system which would amount 
to national Socialism in America.” 

In 1942 the House Committee on Un- 
‘American Activities disclosed a popular front 
organization known as the Union for Demo- 
cratic Action (UDA). The Committee found 
that 50 UDA leaders had communist con- 
nections, Because so many “liberals” found 
themselves. in the corner with the commu- 
nists and fellow-travelers in advancing their 
pet policies, a sort of purification rite be- 
came necessary, thus the Americans for 
Democratic Action was bern. 


This 1947 change-in-name-only ceremony ~ 


--earried with it-at-least 29 of the 50 UDA 
leaders. (House Report 2277, 2nd Session, 
7ith Congress). 

The Americans for Democratic Action 
(ADA) set out. to prove that it is possible 
in America to be ultra-radical without being 
communist,.to advocate change in our polit- 
ico-economic _traditions without being dis- 
loyal. Like their English Fabian cousins, the 
ADA never admits that it is selling social- 
ism. It double-talks about planned economy, 
social reforms, constitutional rights, civil 
liberties and patriotism, while working for 
their ultimate goal: the replacement of the 
free enterprise system with Marxian Social- 
ism. 

The ADA has perverted the word liberal- 
ism to mean socialism, and we must never 
forget that a socialist is nothing more than 
a house-broken communist, 

The 1964 ADA Platform calls for: 

Immediate start of negotiations towards 
U. S. recognition of Red China and its ad- 
mission to the United Nations, without aban- 
doning Formosa (a practical impossibility) ; 

Neutralization (in effect) of all Southeast 
Asia; 

General and complete disarmament, en- 
forced by the United Nations; 

Defeat of all proposals to reverse or mod- 
ify the Warren Court’s ruling against public 
school prayers and Bible reading; 

_ Vigorous enforcement of the 1964 Civil 

~ Abolishment of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities.

On December 16, 1955, Congressman Edgar 
Hiestand declared ADA vice chairman Walter 
Reuther to be “public enemy No. 1.” Con- 
gressman Hiestand further stated that “no- 
body will be nominated President (by the 
Democrats) without the approval of Walter 
Reuther.” (Nwk. Star-Ledger, Dec. 17, 1955) 

At a Masonic Temple public meeting in 
Flint, Michigan, March 18, 1936, Walter 
Reuther gave a glowing account of his 18 
month pilgrimage to Moscow (with his 
brother Victor), lauding the Soviet Union 
with fervent enthusiasm. In response to a 
question about religion in Russia, he said: 
“We do not believe in God, but that Man is 
God.” Walter Reuther had breakfast with 
LBJ the same day he nominated his running 
mate for 1964. 

James Carey (International Electrical 
Workers, Pres.) was a member of the Na- 
tional Council of American Peace Mobiliza- 
tion, cited as “subversive and communist” 
by the Attorney General (Dec. 4, 1947 & 
Sept. 21, 1948), and cited by the Special 


Committee on Un-American Activities as 
“one of the most seditious organizations 
which ever operated in the United States.” 
(House Report 1311 on the CIO Political 
Action Committee, March 29, 1944, page 5). 
Carey was Vice-Chairman of the American 
Youth Congress, also cited by the Attorney 
General Dec. 4, 1947 & Sept. 21, 1948). He 
served as a Committee member of the Am- 
erican League for Peace and Democracy, 
identified by the Special Committee on Un- 
American Activities as “The largest of the 
communist front movements in the United 
States . . . the organization was nothing 
more nor less than a bold advocate of 
treason.” (House Report 2, Jan. 3, 1939, 
pages 69-71) 

James Carey was also a sponsor of the 
American Committee for Democracy and 
Intellectual Freedom, cited as a “communist 
front which defended communist teachers” 
by the Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities (House Report 2277, June 25, 
1942, page 13). 

David Dubinsky, the 1964 version of Sidney 
Hillman, apparently hand-picked the 1960 
and 1964 Democratic Vice-Presidential can- 
didates, and his latest maneuver was to en- 
gineer Bobby Kennedy’s nomination as 
Democratic Senatorial candidate from New 
York State. 

Ralph Helstein (Packinghouse Workers 
President) is a “Jewish civil rights soldier, 
who has been active on more fronts than 
can be accounted for” according to the Na- 
tional Jewish Post & Opinion of July 17, 1964. 

The notorious cartoon depicting Jesus 
Christ as a seditionist, criminal anarchist 
and vagrant was displayed on the front page 
(bordered in red) of Helstein’s UPWA news- 
paper “Packirighouse Worker, Dec. 1963 
issue. 

Ralph Helstein is a sponsor of Highlander 
Center (formerly Highlander Folk School) 
and a member of the Board of Directors of 
the League for Industrial Democracy (LID). 
Organized in 1905, the LID has penetrated 
practically every college, forming Socialist 
“Liberal Clubs” and forums to disseminate 
Socialism and has trained countless students 
in the principles of the Communist Mani- 
festo. (The Roosevelt Red Record & Its 
Background, by Elizabeth Dilling, page 23)

A*eomriion': denominator among’ the vice 
ehairmen of the ADA is their extreme hatred 
and “disdain for the so-called radical right. 

In 1954, Joseph’ L. Rauh, Jr., (then ADA 
National Chairman) paid $8,500 in expenses 
to obtain derogatory. and, as it turned out, 
fictitious information against the late Senator 
Jos@ph McCarthy. Rauh’s escapade resulted 
in a six-count Federal perjury. indictment 
involving his informant, Paul Hughes. Hughes 
daimed that Rath knéw the ariti-McCarthy 
information was false’ when he bought it. 

Joseph Rauh claimed that he had“been 
taken.” The result was an acquittal on the 
first ‘two counts of Hughes’ indictment, and 
a hung jury on the last four counts. In 
November 1958, the government recom- 
mended that Hughes not ‘be retried because 
“During the trial the credibility ‘of the major 
government witnéSses (inéluding Joseph 
Ranh) was sévérely’ attacked by its  de- 
fense . . .” (McCarthy and’ His Enemies, by 
Wm." Buckley-L Brent’ Bozell; page 402). 


Joseph Rauh served as legal secretary 
during the~depression to Supreme Court 
Justices Benjamin Cardoza ard Felix Frank- 
furter for 3 years, He has béen’a partner 
in the law firm of Rauh and Levy since 1947 
when “he hélpéd fddid ADA.

In a Senate speech on April 21, 1952, the 
late Senator Joseph McCarthy stated that 
when Leon Keyserling was approached to join 
the Communist’ Party, he replied that he 
(Keyserling) “agreed with all the principles 
except the necessity for’a Negro republic in 
the South” and the “Communist Party’s 
theory that the U. S. could be communized 
only through a bloody revolution.” Senator 
McCarthy also declared that Leon Keyser- 
ling at one time said: “We can communize 
this country without a revolution if we have 
the economic power.” (INS dispatch, April 
22, 1952; Cong. Record, 4/21/52, page 4153) 

Senator McCarthy related on April 21, 
1952 that “The evidence presented to the 
Board (Commerce Department’s Loyalty 
Board) shows that Mrs. Mary Dublin Key- 
serling had’ been a member of the Commu- 
nist Party and that she belonged to an un- 
limited number of Communist fronts.” On 
March 4, 1964, Mrs. Mary Dublin Keyserling 
was appointed Director of the Women’s 
Bureau of the Department of Labor by 
President Johnson. (U, S. News & World 
Report, March 16, 1964) 

Leon Keyserling was one of the American 
Jewish leaders at the economic conference 
convened in Jerusalem (1953), where Israel's 
economic program was discussed and plans 
outlined for the flotation of the 2nd Israel 
Bond Issue. 

At the May 1962 Convention of the Amer- 
icans for Democratic Action, John P. Roche 
of the Jewish Brandeis University in Wal- 
tham, Mass. was picked as Natl. Chairman. 

As previously stated, the “blessed ties that 
bind” the ADA members together is their 
mutual contempt for the “ultra-right.” 

The Reuther brothers (Vic and Wal) sub- 
mitted their infamous Reuther Memorandum 
“The Radical Right in ‘America Today” to 
former Attorney General Robert Kennedy 
on Dec. 19, 1961. Here are a few excerpts. 

“, . . the radical right poses a far greater 
danger to the success of this country in its 
battle’ against international Communism 
than does the domestic Communist movement 
-.. we must gird ourselves for a long strug- 
gle against the radical right.” 

ADA Nationa} Board member, Dore Sehary 
is National Chairman of the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B'nai B’rith (ADL—Jewish 
FBI), which will release “Danger On The 
Right” in early October. 

Arthur Schlesinger has written on “The 
Threat of the Radical Right.” (N. Y. Times 
Magazine, June 17, 1962) 


F. Kennedy epitomizes the consequences ef 
hate and the totalitarian mentality of polit- 
ical extremes, The’ emergence of a radical 
right is especially dangerous today. Liberal- 
ism must oppose these forces with rédoubled 
vigor.” 

The 1964 “platform” of the Communist 
Party, U.S.A. is expressed through a Sept. 
1964 pamphlet by Communist spokesman 
Gus’ Hall —“The Eleventh Hour — Defeat 
the New Fascist Threat.” On. page 18 we 
find: “What is needed are a hundred thou- - 
sand cominittees to defeat the ultra-Right.” 
The closing paragraph (page 22) of “The 
Eleventh Hour” is as follows: 


“We are Communists, and we are fighters 
for the broad issues of democracy and peace, ° 
part of democratic America. And se we are 
going to work with all of the forces who 
make up the legions of the broad people’s 
democratic movement against the ultra- 
Right fascist conspiracy.”

When the 89th Congress of the United 
States convenes in January 1965, it will face 
one of the gravest constitutional crises’ in 
our nation’s history, This became certain 
when the 88th Congress, in its haste to ad- 
journ before November 3rd, went home 
without taking action to restrain or delay 
a_U. S. Supreme Court decision (June 15, 
1964) ordering that both Houses of all State 
Legislatures must be appointed on a popu- 
lation basis alone. 

This decision was the result of a suit in- 

itiated in May 1961 by R. Peter Straus, an 
‘ADA national board member. The Court 
order (which was refused reconsideration 
on October 12) means that at least one 
branch of almost all ‘the State Legislatures 
(mostly State Senatés) will have’ to be re- 
organized and new members elected without 
delay. 
. Previously, most State Senates were ap- 
portioned to allow for geographical differ- 
ences and legitimate minority interests, The 
net result has been that State Senatés have 
had some power of restraint over the lower 
houses, just as the U. S, Senate by demand 
of the U. S. Constitution, checks the House 
of Representatives, 

If the “one man, one vote” ruling is strictly 
adhered to, the trend will be toward an 
unchecked rule by the majority (cities and 
suburbs) and less protection for the minor- 
ities (small towns and rural areaS), In 25 
States, the residents of big cities and their 
suburbs could elect majorities of their State 
legislatures. In 15 States, 3 counties or less 
would be able to elect more than 50% of 
their’ legislators. 

South Dakota's 30,000 American Indians 
would have practically no voice at all in the 
State’ Legislature. There would be only one 
Senator for each 10 or 12 counties -in the 
farming and Indian areas. The State of 
Nevada would be controlled by the gambling 
capital of the United States, Las Vegas—if 
the Warren Court decision is to be enforced. 

N .JI—AMONG THE “FIRST TO GO” 

The structure of -the Legislature of the 
State of New Jersey, older than the Federal 
Constitution itself, now stands in jeopardy 
as One of the most sweeping constitutional 
lawsuits in New Jersey history is being 
launched. 

On October 5, 1964, the New Jersey State 
Supreme Court began hearing arguments-on 
a two-year-old suit seeking reapportionment 
of’ the State Legislature on a strict popula- 
tion basis. Under-challenge is the legality of 
the"N, J. State Constitution’s allocation ‘of

The plaintiffs in the N. J. reapportionment’ 
suit ‘are’ two’ labor leadérs who are being 
represerited by two zealous Jersey City law- 
yers, David and “Jacob Friedland: Son David 
has devoted all of his time to this case for 
the past two years. In typical ‘Talmudic hair- 
splitting fashion, David has even gone so fart 
as to ask the State Agricultural Department 
to make soil analyses in each county—to 
show that it is illogical for legislators to 
represent land instead of people if the soil 
is ‘the same in every county. 

Papa Jake’ Friedland is a former N. J. 
Assemblyman who pushed the union labor 
program through the State Legislature in 
the” 1940’s, when the Hague machine ran 
Hudson County (which includes Jerséy City). 

Joseph Weintraub, the Chief Justice of the 
New Jersey State Supreme Court, has*in- 
dicated that the Court will not delay a de- 
cision’’on the pending reapportionment suit 
to allow the N. J. State Legislature time to 
take corrective action—this, in spite of the 
fact that both Houses of the N. J. Legisla- 
ture* have been called into special session 
Noveinber*9, 1964, ‘solely for the purpose of 
discussing the reapportionment issue. 
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If the State’s Republican form ‘of govern- 
ment, as guaranteed in Article IV, Section 4 
of the U. S. Constitution, is to be declared 
unconstitutional, how soon before county and 
municipal lawbodies, not to mention the 
Federal Congress itself, are rendered null 
and void by the Goldberg-Warren excise for 
a Supreme Court? ? ? 

U. S. Supreme Court ‘Associate Justice 
Potter Stewart, in a separate dissénting 
opinion of the June 15, 1964 ruling, wrote: 

“The Court’s . . . pronoutcement, which 
makes unconstitutional the legislatures of 
most of the 50 States, finds no support in 
the words of the Constitution, in any. prior 
decision of this Court, or in the 175-year 
political history of our Federal Union .. . I 
am convinced these decisions mark a long 
step backward into that unhappy era when 
a majority of the members of this Court were 
thought ‘by many to have convinced them- 
selves and each other that the demands of 
the Constitution were to be measured not 
by what it says, but by their own notions 
of wise political theory . . . The rule an- 
nounced today . . . stifles values of loéal in- 
dividuality and initiative vital to the charac- 
ter of the Federal Union which it was the 
genius of our Constitution to create.”

erely attacked the Communist Party, U.S.A, 
for its Russian support, the Soviets quickly 
showed their backing of the Communist 
Party, U.S.A. The March 17, 1963, issue of 
Pravda—which is the official publication of 
the Soviet Communist Party—contained an 
entire page devoted to a series of tributes 
designed to show the solidarity of the Soviet 
Union with the party in this country. 


CURRENT PARTY ISSUES 

Currently, the Communist Party, U.S.A. 
is stressing such domestic issues as the racial 
struggle; the abolition of all internal secur- 
ity programs and of congressional commit- 
tees investigating communism; and the re- 
duction of military spending with the di- 
version of such appropriations to a broad 
program of social welfare projects. In short, 
the party is attempting to exploit what it 
describes as the built-in problems of our 
modern, complex, industrial society and 
claiming, at the same time, that these prob- 
lems can be resolved only under the Com- 
munist system. 

On the international level, the party is 
dutifully echoing Soviet propaganda regard- 
ing peaceful coexistence and peaceful com- 
petition, disarmament, an end to nuclear 
testing and increased East-West trade. In 
every phase of its propaganda on interna- 
tional relations, the party line has been that 
all Soviet actions reveal a desire for easing 
tension while American foreign policy is de- 
signed to incite world tension.
